REMARKS 

I. Introduction 

Claims 26-47 are pending in the application. The Final Office Action dated July 
6, 2007 rejected claims 26-47 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 for statutory double patenting. 

II. The Office Action is incorrect regarding the supposed statutory double 
patenting 

Claims 26-47 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
of claims 1-25 of commonly assigned U.S. Patent No. 6,618,478 ('478 patent). Unlike 
the '478 patent, the pending claims do not recite that actuation of the help and the first 
telephone service key is "simultaneous." The Final Office Action appears to be 
confused with regard to this point. The Final Office Action states that the '478 patent 
teaches and claims simultaneous actuation. Applicants agree. It's pending claims 26- 
47 that Applicants noted did not recite simultaneous actuation. 

III. Conclusion 

For at least the above reasons, Applicants respectfully request review of the final 
rejection directed against the current application and withdrawal of the rejections 
against the claims.
